1. Enter your name, the CSSD case number (if you have a CSSD case already and you know the number) and the name
of the noncustodial parent.

2. Enter the full name and date of birth for each child.

3. If there is an administrative support order from Alaska or another state, check the first option. If there is a court order,
check the second option, and indicate whether the court order includes child support, alimony (spousal support), or
both.
